Mr.  Chairman*  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitation  of  the  Rural  District  of  Truro  during  1959° 

Once  again  the  year  was  a  healthy  one.  There  was  a  mild 
epidemic  of  measles  during  June,  July  end  August  hut  the  cases 
were  mild  and  there  were  no  complications. 

As  will  he  seen  from  Mr.  Bennett’s  report  good  progress  was 
made  with  our  sewerage  programme  hut  a  great  deal  remains  to  he 
done.  There  are  also  considerable  areas  with  unsatisfactory 
water  supplies  which  can  only  hope  for  improvement  when  the 
Stithians  Intake  comes  into  operation. 

During  the  Summer  there  were  many  complaints  from  visitors 
regarding  unsatisfactory  accommodation.  Given  adequate  staff 
it  would  he  possible  to  inspect  all  hotels,  restaurants  and 
bed  and  breakfast  accommodation  before  and  at  intervals  during 
the  season.  Unless  something  of  the  sort  can  he  achieved  the 
disgruntled  minority  may  give  Cornwall  a  had  reputation  which 
in  the  majority  of  cases  is  quite  undeserved. 

I  am  glad  to  have  this  opportunity  of  again  thanking  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Plans  and  Public  Health  Committee 
for  their  consideration  and  support  throughout  the  year  and  Mr. 
Bennett  and  his  staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation.

vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  coronary  and  other 
heart  diseases.  Before  the  age  of  65  there  were  1  8  deaths  due 
to  coronary  disease  and  1  0  to  vascular  diseases  of  the  nervous 
system,  there  were  also  3  cancers  of  the  lung.  These  figures 
are  Below  the  national  average  and  show  no  increase  over 
previous  years.

Luring  1959  this  was  transferred  from 
the  District  Nurses  Duty  room  for  which  the  numbers  had  become 
too  large  for  comfort  to  the  Womens  Institute.

Rural  District  is  covered  by  ambulances  and  utilecons 
based  on  the  Main  Centres  at  Truro,  Falmouth  and  Redruth.

14  (8)  maternity  and  22  (21  )  other  cases  were  given  help  in 
their  ovm  homes  during  the  year. 

The  problem  of  giving  adequate  help  in  their  homes  to  those 
that  need  it  has  only  partially  been  solved.  One  serious  handicap 
is  our  inability  to  find  spare  time  recruits  for  the  Home  Help 
Service .

Poliomyelitis  ~  No  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified  during  the 
year.  There  seems  little  doubt  that  this  was  in  large  measure 
due  to  the  high  protection  rate  which  has  been  achieved*  The 
response  on  the  part  of  those  over  1  6  years  of  age  has  not  come 
up  to  expectations  but  if  the  majority  of  infants  continue  to  be 
vaccinated  at  the  present  rate  there  should  be  little  danger  of 
epidemic  disease  unless  a  more  virulent  strain  of  the  virus  is 
introduced. 

By  the  end  of  1959  6,1 65  (3*517)  persons  had  received  at 
least  two  doses  of  poliomyelitis  vaccine  and  of  these  2472 
(81  )  had  received  three  doses.  Details  are  as  follows: -

Diphtheria  -  No  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  1959*  261  (31 6) 

children  under  five  and  34  (7)  over  five  were  immunised  against 
the  disease  during  the  year  and  148  (146)  booster  doses  were  given. 

It  is  estimated  that  on  the  31  st  December,  1959  there  were 
1  ,41 9  (1  ,442)  children  in  the  Rural  District  between  the  ages  of 
one  and  five  years.  Of  these  904  (944)  or  63*7%  (65*5$)  had 
been  immunised  against  Diphtheria. 

There  are  still  far  too  many  children  unprotected  against 
diphtheria.  This  is  due  entirely  to  parental  apathy  as  no 
opportunity  is  missed  of  impressing  the  dangers  of  the  disease 
on  parents.

The  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  on  the  register  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  1 68  (172)  pulmonary  and  34  (35)  non-pulmonary . 

This  represents  an  incidence  of  7*6  per  1  ,000  of  the  population. 

B.C.G-o  Vaccination. 

439  (405)  contacts  with  cases  of  Tuberculosis  have  been 
vaccinated.  Since  the  scheme  for  vaccinating  school  leavers  began, 
in  1953j  673  (610)  children  have  been  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  in 
schools  in  the  Rural  District. 

As  the  majority  of  the  rural  schools  are  now  Junior  schools 
most  of  the  children  in  the  age  group  when  B.C0G.  vaccination  is 
done  are  in  schools  in  Truro  and  elsewhere.  It  is  safe  to  say 
that  well  over  60%  of  all  children  in  the  Rural  District  are 
vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  in  their  1 4th  year  and  that  nearly  100%  of 
them  are  X-rayed  the  following  year. 

Mass  Radiography. 

42  school  leavers  attending  schools  in  the  Rural  District 
were  X-rayed  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  during  the  year.  No 
disease  or  abnormalities  of  any  sort  were  discovered. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &.  Gentlemen, 

The  following  report  on  the  work  accomplished  in  1959  shows 
continued  progress  in  the  field  of  sanitation  and  enviromental 
hygiene . 

In  particular,  the  steady  continuity  of  the  Council’s 
policy  of  sewering  the  more  populated  parts  of  their  District 
is  having  results  of  real  importance.  Not  only  are  overflowing 
cesspools  becoming  a  thing  of  the  past  in  these  areas,  but  many 
property  owners  are  installing  bathrooms  and  water  closets  - 
often  with  the  help  of  an  improvement  grant. 

The  demolition,  closing  or  improvement  of  unfit  houses 
continues,  and  families  are  rehoused  as  new  houses  become  ready 
for  them.  Still  more  remains  to  be  done,  and  the  work  will 
proceed  as  speedily  as  other  commitments  permit. 

During  the  year  the  Council  bought  their  first  semi-dustles 
rear-loading  refuse  collection  vehicle,  and  also  decided  to 
purchase  a  second  but  larger  one  of  this  type,  fitted  with  power 
compression.  I  am  sure  this  is  a  good  thing,  and  look  forward 
to  the  day  when  normal  replacement  will  bring  about  the  end  of 
side-loading  vehicles  in  this  District.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1  .  Water  Supply, 

(a)  Mains  Supplies. 

The  greater  part  of  the  District  is  served  by  the  Council’s 
two  main  schemes,  namely  the  Ladock  and  South  East  Scheme  and 
the  Chacewater  and  South  West  Scheme.  The  parishes  of  St. 
Agnes  and  Perranzabuloe  each  have  their  own  separate  systems  as 
do  the  hamlets  of  Short lane send,  in  the  Parish  of  Kenwyn 
Mitchell  is  served  by  the  Newlyn  East  Scheme. 


At  Newlyn  East  water  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  Newquay  Water 
Company,  and,  similarly,  water  is  bought  from  Truro  Water 
Company  for  Tresillian.  Falmouth  Corporation  are  responsible 
for  the  supply  and  distribution  of  water  in  the  Parish  of  Mylor. 


The  various  systems  set  out  above  provide  mains  water  to  all 
but  a  few  very  thinly  populated  parishes,  and  all  the  water  is 
chlorinated  and  otherwise  treated  as  necessary.

(b)  Other  Sources. 

Boreholes,  springs,  wells  and  rainwater  storage  tanks  supply 
the  needs  of  those  members  of  the  community  unable  to  take  advantage 
of  main  supplies. 

The  only  borehole  supply  still  being  maintained  on  a  Council 
Estate  is  at  Trispen.  Much  thought  has  been  given  to  ways  and 
means  of  providing  main  water  for  this  area,  but  there  seems  no 
practical  alternative  to  taking  a  supply  from  the  Stithians 
Scheme  when  this  becomes  available. 


(c)  Schemes  Completed. 

The  Booster  Station  at  Wheal  Daniell  was  completed  in  June 
1959*  Due  to  the  diminished  yield  at  Wheal  Daniell  the  Booster 
Station  was  not  used  effectively,  hut  the  Council’s  Water 
Engineer  did  make  use  of  the  plant  to  supplement  the  supply  to 
Perranporth  on  several  occasions.  The  Station  will  of  course 
he  used  to  full  capacity  when  the  Stithians  Scheme  is  implemented. 

(d)  Quality  and  Sufficiency. 

Regular  samples  we re,  as  usual ,  frequently  taken  from  the 
main  supplies  and  the  Analyst’s  reports  showed  that  a  satisfactory 
standard  of  purity  was  being  maintained. 

Samples  from  public  wells  and  private  domestic  supplies  were 
not  always  as  good*  and  when  found  to  be  polluted  cleansing  and 
protective  works  have  been  carried  out,  and,  where  necessary, 
notices  fixed  warning  consumers  to  boil  the  water. 

The  Water  Engineer,  Mr.  W.C.J.  Truscott,  reports  as  follows: - 

"Following  on  1958  when  a  total  of  51  .91  ,f  of  rainfall  was 
recorded  at  the  Ladock  Pumping  Station,  1959  can  be  remembered  as 
the  year  with  long  hours  of  sunshine  for  the  Summer  period. 
Throughout  the  year  48*99”  of  rainfall  was  registered,  the  months 
of  May,  June,  July  and  September  recording  1.51”?  1.38",  1.82"  and 
.15”  respectively,  while  a  freak  storm  allowed  4*18"  of  rainfall 
to  be  recorded  on  the  10th  of  August,  this  naturally  caused 
flooding  in  many  low  lying  areas  of  the  Rural  District.  This 
lack  of  rainfall  was  felt  mostly  at  the  Wheal  Daniell  Pumping 
Station,  where  the  'underground  source  diminished  to  the  extent 
that  the  Cornwall  County  Fire  Brigade  were  called  in  on  Sunday 
the  1 4th  June  to  lay  a  6"  polythene  pipe  track  from  the  Council’s 
shute  supply  above  the  Pumping  Station  to  the  Wheal  Daniell  Shaft. 
Water  was  then  pumped  from  the  shute  supply  to  Wheal  Daniell 
Shaft  by  a  pump  on  loan  from  the  County  Fire  Brigade.  This 
unit  was  kept  in  operation  until  the  electricity  mains  were 
brought  from  Wheal  Daniell  to  enable  an  electrically  operated 
pump  belonging  to  the  Council  to  be  put  into  use. 

"No  trouble  was  experienced  from  the  main  Pumping  Stations 
situated  at  Ladock,  Tre amble  (Perranzabuloe)  and  Gover,  although 
an  additional  pump  attendant  w as  engaged  at  Treamble  from  June 
21  st  to  October  1 5th,  thus  enabling  a  constant  supply  of  water 
to  be  maintained  to  the  Parish  of  Perranzabuloe ,  and  also  giving 
the  regular  pump  attendant  a  rest  period  during  evening  periods. 

(e)  New  Connections  and  Maintenance  Work 

"Additional  water  meters  installed  throughout  the  year  now 
means  that  1,020  meters  are  installed  on  the  Council's  mains, 
maintenance  necessary  to  these  recorders  continues  to  be  very 
little  in  comparison  with  the  number  in  operation. 
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"The  Pump  at  Trethem  which  was  originally  the  main  pumping 
plant  to  St.  Mawes  was  converted  to  act  as  a  Booster  to  Vo skilly 
Tower  and  Castle  Reservoir  in  the  early  part  of  the  years  with  the 
result  that  it  worked  satisfactory  during  the  Summer  season  and 
no  complaints  were  received  from  that  part  of  the  Ladock  and 
South  East  Water  Supply. 

"The  usual  maintenance  work  continued  to  he  carried  out 
to  the  pumping  plants,  and  no  major  over-hauls  were  necessary 
during  the  year.  One  exception,  however,  stands  out.  The  old 
Crossley  Oil  Engine,  which  has  done  duty  for  a  number  of  years  at 
Menagissey,  "blew  up"  on  the  second  day  of  running  for  the  Summer 
season,  and  it  was  then  necessary  to  instal  an  electric  motor  which 
the  Council  had  in  stock  and  a  portable  generating  plant  was  hired 
to  drive  this  motor  which  was  coupled  through  a  belt  drive  to  the 
plunger  type  pump.  The  Insurance  Company  concerned  paid  the 

full  amount  for  damage  sustained,  with  the  result  that  the 
Committee  concerned  decided  to  have  an  overhead  electric  cable 
made  available  to  provide  for  a  permanent  electrically  driven 
pumping  plant. 

"A  good  supply  of  water  was  maintained  to  Rewlyn  East 
throughout  the  year  from  the  Newquay  and  District  Water  Company's 
mains  at  Kestle  Mill. 


"The  Devoran  Village  supply  which  was  coupled  to  the 
Chacewater  and  S.W.  Water  Scheme  in  193 8  continues  to  be  fed  from 
a  break  pressure  tank,  but  to  further  improve  the  supply,  the 
whole  of  the  4,!  main  from  the  old  reservoir  supply  to  the  rear  of 
Devoran  Church  was  scraped,  with  the  result  that  an  improved 
supply  is  now  available. 


"Poltaire  Farm,  Silverwell,  a  property  ovmed  by  the  Council, 
was  given  an  automatic  electrically  driven  pumping  plant  which 
was  placed  over  an  existing  well  making  water  available  both  for 
domestic  and  dairy  use. 

"In  order  to  further  improve  the  quality  of  water  being 
made  available  to  the  Ladock  and  S.E.  Water  Scheme,  a  liming 
plant  was  installed  at  the  Ladock  Pumping  Station  during  the 
year.

‘The  above  amount  represents  an  increase  of  25,970,700  gallons 
over  the  corresponding  year  due  to  the  additional  new  connections 
to  the  Council’s  water  mains,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  a  very 
dry  Summer  was  experienced; 

"Looking  hack  over  the  year  I  can  give  a  satisfactory 
report  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  workmen  who  have  maintained 
the  plant,  records  and  equipment  in  good  order". 


The  position  regarding  progress  in  the  village  sewerage 
schemes  is  as  follows i- 

(a)  Grampound  Road. 

The  work  on  the  repair  of  the  sev/ers  v/as  completed  in 
April,  and  the  handing  over  of  the  reconstructed  works  took 
place  in  May,  1959. 

(b)  Newlyn  East. 

The  soheme  was  finally  completed  in  June,  1959?  and  the 
Treatment  Works  put  into  operation, 

(c)  Probus. 

The  scheme  was  started  in  October,  1959  and  the  anticipated 
completion  date  is  October,  I960. 

(d)  Chacewater. 

This  scheme  has  now  been  approved  and  tenders  invited  and 
a  start  to  the  work  should  be  made  in  March  I960. 

(e)  Portloe. 

This  scheme  has  been  held  up  due  to  protracted  negotiations 
for  the  purchase  of  land  on  the  foreshore  for  the  construction 
of  a  disintegrator  station.  The  scheme  is  still  awaiting  the 
Inquiry  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

(f)  Mylor  Bridge. 

This  scheme  is  still  held  up  ov/ing  to  difficulty  in  getting 
agreement  on  the  site  f  or  the  Sewage  Treatment  ’Works. 

(g)  Porthtowan. 

Two  alternative  proposals  were  submitted  by  the  Council’s 
Consulting  Engineers,  but  due  to  the  high  cost  of  the  scheme 
per  head  of  population  served  it  has  been  decided  that  this 
scheme  shall  be  temporarily  held  in  abeyance. 


(h)  Tregoney. 

The  proposals  for  this  scheme  have  heen  submitted  by  the 
Council’s  Consulting  Engineers,  and  the  scheme  is  now  awaiting 
the  Inquiry  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

(i)  Mitchell. 

The  proposals  for  this  scheme  have  been  submitted  by  the 
Council’s  Consulting  Engineers,  and  the  scheme  is  now  awaiting 
the  Inquiry  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

(j)  Carnon  Downs  and  Devoran. 

Plans  for  a  combined  scheme  for  these  villages  are  being 
prepared  by  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers. 

3.  Sewerage  Works. 

A  new  full-time  attendant  was  appointed,  and  with  the  aid  of 
the  small  van  provided,  he  visited  Council  Estate  and  village 
disposal  works  at  frequent  and  regular  intervals,  and  carries  out 
necessary  maintenance  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

Newlyn  East  works  came  into  operation  during  this  year. 


4*  Public  Conveniences. 


The  Council  own,  and  maintain  with  part-time  attendants, 
public  conveniences  at  Porthtowan,  Chapel  Porth,  St.  Agnes  (two), 
Holywell,  Tregoney,  Veryan,  Portloe,  Portscatho,  St.  Mawes, 

Peock  and  Flushing.  They  also  maintain  by  agreement 
conveniences  at  Perranporth  which  were  built,  and  are  owned  by 
the  Perranporth  Gardens  Trustees.  Full-time  attendants  are 
employed  here  during  the  summer. 

Plans  for  the  enlargement  of  the  St.  Mawes  Convenience's' were 
considered,  but  eventually  it  was  decided  that  it  would  be  better 
to  demolish  the  old  ones  and  build  a  new  block  on  a  more  suitable 
site.  No  further  progress  had  been  made  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


During  the  year  1123  emptyings  of  cesspools  and  septic  tanks 
were  carried  out. 

The  two  machines  owned  by  the  Council  were  able  to  cope  with 
the  demands  made  upon  them,  though  during  the  holiday  season  these 
are  heavy. 

6.  Refuse  Collection. 

A  new  8-12  c.yd.  Harrier  Dual-tip  Machine  was  put  into  use 
in  the  summer  and  replaces  one  o  f  the  two  Harrier  Bantam  side- 
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loaders  which  was  sold®  It  was  later  decided  to  order  a 
12-18  c.yd.  Karrier  vehicle  with  a  G-ihson  Pendulum  compressor 
"body.  The  advantages  of  the  rear  loading  type  of  body  are 
recognised  by  the  Council ,  and  it  is  unlikely  that  any  more 
side-loading  vehicles  will  be  purchased. 

At  St.  Ivlawes  a  twice-weekly  collection  was  inaugurated 
during  the  summer,  the  additional  collection  being  carried  out 
by  a  local  haulage  contractor.  Collections  were  restricted  to 
hotels  and  cafes*  and  litter  baskets  were  also  emptied.  This 
extra  service  was  much  appreciated  and  it  is  hoped  it  will 
become  a  regular  yearly  practice. 

At  Porthtowan,  too,  better  arrangements  were  made  for 
dealing  with  the  litter  problem.  The  Council  shared  the  cost, 
with  the  Porthtowan  Improvement  Committee,  of  employing  a  man 
to  empty  the  baskets  and  burn  the  contents. 

The  disposal  Tip  at  Gerrans,  long  suffering  from  indifferent 
part-time  labour,  vras  much  better  maintained  after  it  was  decided 
to  appoint  a  full-time  attendant.  He  also  looks  after  the  public 
conveniences  at  Portscatho. 

The  Council’s  contention  that  certain  properties  were  outside 
that  part  of  their  District  in  which  they  undertook  to  collect 
refuse  was  upheld  in  a  local  Magistrates  Court.  As  a  result  of 
this  case,  however,  it  was  decided  to  strengthen  the  Council’s 
position  by  setting  out  the  collection  routes  on  a  series  of 
large  scale  maps.  Model  Byelaws  were  also  adopted. 

The  Rodent  Operator  gives  regular  treatment  to  the  five 
refuse  tips,  and  they  are  also  treated  with  insecticidal  spray 
and  powder.  Controlled  tipping  is  supposed  to  be . carried  out 
on  all  tips,  though  the  results  are  more  successful  on  some  than 
others  according  to  the  labour  and  covering  material  available. 


The  Council  do  not  now  operate  any  kind  of  salvage  scheme. 

8.  Rat  Destruction. 

One  whole-time  operator  is  employed  with  an  8  h.p.  van. 

Systematic  surveys  and  treatment  of  property  throughout  the 
District  has  been  continued,  including  regular  attention  to 
refuse  tips  and  sewerage  systems.  Private  houses  are  treated 
free  of  charge.  Warfarin  is  used,  mostly  on  farms,  while  zinc 
phosphide  and  arsenic  are  generally  put  down  on  other  premises 
where  there  is  no  risk  to  livestock. 
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A  great  many  farms  have  heen  inspected  and  quotations  for 
treatment  given  to  farmers.  During  the  year  46  contracts  - 
amounting  in  all  to  £26,5:5°  0  -  were  entered  into,  and  regular 
treatments  carried  out.  Due  to  ill  health  the  Rodent  Operator 
was  unable  to  carry  out  his  duties  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  year,  hut  urgent  work  was  dealt  with  by  the  appointment  of  a 
temporary  operator  for  a  time,  and  also  through  the  assistance 
of  a  neighbouring  local  authority. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

61  ,254  animals  were  slaughtered  and  inspected,  an  increase 
of  over  13>000  on  the  1958  figure.  Slaughtering  takes  place 
at  one  place  or  another  on  7  days  a  week  and  Inspectors  have  to 
work  overtime  regularly  in  order  to  accomplish  the  1  00% 
inspection  which  is  normally  achieved.  Nine  new  slaughtermans 
licences  were  granted,  and  fifty-nine  were  renewed. 

No  proceedings  were  taken  against  any  food  handler  during 
the  year,  but  premises  have  been  inspected  as  often  as  possible 
and  improvements  called  for  and  made  where  found  necessary. 
Unfortunately  there  is  still  much  to  be  done  in  this  direction, 
but  progress  has  taken  place  and  will  continue  as  speedily  as  the 
demands  of  other  Public  Health  duties  will  allow.
